Rabbits - 15 offepring during this reporting period 

The lACUC has approved the use of a leaf of hay rather than a nest box for 
r£d:4)lt offspring less than one month of age. The sides of the cage and the 
flooring protect offspring from getting entrapped or falling through the cage sides 
or floor. By eliminating a hard-sided next box, there are fewer incidents of 
offspring g^ng tr£^>ped and squeezed between the cage walls and the nest box. 
The hay prowdes a safe haven for the offspring in breeding cages of this design. 

Monkey - one monkey was affected by this exception during this reporting period 
An exception to the cage space requirements for nonhuman primates was 
approved because the caging system provides the monkey with sufficient volume 
of space (almost 2X the required cage volume) and the opportunity to express 
spedes^ypical behavior. 

Rabbits - 91 rabbits during this reporting period 

The lACUC approved the use of a chemical grade anesthetic agent (97% pure 
ur^hane) because the pharmaceutical grade is not available for sale in the USA 
and the agent was the only anesthetic that would not interfere with the biological 
process under study.
